ported to the Senate to-day, nud it is 
possible definite action will ba taken. 
If we understand the main provisions of

This would not prevent the 
building of new roads, would be fair to 
all, and would come within the pro- 
vision, of our Constitution requiring 
that "all legislation shall b» uniform," 


esnts per mile for fares, 6 cents per ton- lor Iowa has a similar provision, and 


per mil* for freight, and compels all 
inter-stat* roads to deliver freights from 
without the State to points within the 
State at the same rate as is given so- 
called tide-water points, the main effect 
of the Varian amendment being to give 
Nevada the benefit of through rntos. 
Up to within the past few days the 
JOUBNAI has always believed that Con- 
gress alone could give Nevada relief 
'from thu unjust discriminations prac- 
ticed against it by tho overland roads, 
but after a careful perusal of tho opin- 
ions of Chief Justice Waite, endorsed 
-by a majority of the Supremo Court, 
not overlooking the reasons in the dis- 
aenting opinion of Justice Field, in the 
Elevator and Iowa oases, which have a 
direct bearing upon the subject mutter, 
the JocrcNAii confesses, that it is satis- 
fied that there is nothing in the Heln-r- 
key bill either repugnant to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Nevada or the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
that the Stato of Nevada has tho right 
to regulate freights from points without 
to points within tha Stato, particularly 
so as to give our people the benefit of 
through rates, and having sneh power 
ought to exercise it. This power rests 
•vrith the State until Congress acts on tha j 
subject of inter-State commerce. When- 
ever Congress chooses to regulate then 
the State loses its power. This, we 
take it, is the meaning of what Chief 
Justice Waito says. Th«re would be no 
great cause of complaint ag unst the 
Central Pacific Kailroad here if that 
company did not absolutely refuse to 
give our people the same privileges as 
are enjoyed by citizens of the moro fa- 
vored Stats of California. Although 
Nevada is by right entitled to propor- 
tionately lesser rates, she is perfectly 
willing to pay the same rates. 
It is true 


that within the past year the policy of 
the railroad company has been some- 
what changed, and certain articles of 
lieight have boen and can nov be 
landed from Chicago to points withiu 
this State nt even a less rate than the 
price from San Francisco. But there 
baa not been that general recognition of 
the principle which justice aud equity 
demands, and the people have the right 
to enforce that recognition by appropri- 
ation legislation at home without longer 
waiting for action on the part on Con- 
gress. But the other features of the 
Melarkey bill render it somewhat ob- 
jectionable, and should be eliminated. 
\Ve think 4 cents per mile for fara it 
about the right figure for passenger 
travel on that road, but no man can say 
that a maximum of C cents par ton per 
mile for freight is tha proper charge, 
and iu our opinion such a maximum 
would work disastrously to tho best in 
terests of this State, for it would iuev 
itably result in an increased rate for the 


"products of the State, amounting practi- 


cally to an embargo upon thoir trans- 
portation, greatly to th» inconvenience 
of everybody engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, in mining and in the cuttle 
business. The consumer would per 
ceive no difference in the price of silks, 
velvets, or the luxuries, which usually 
pay the full maximum of 20 cents, and 
he will be better off if the niiviimum 
upon those articles are at such a figure 
as will enable tho railroad company to 
carry the products of the State at a low 
minimum. But the establishment of 
snch maximums as 4 and G cents is DO 
the proper way to reach tho subject 
and is bad policy, for the reason that i 
would forevor end all hope of anothei 
overland road through Nevada, because 
a new road cannot successfully com 
pete with the Central and Southern 
and also tho ocean, for it could no 
compete and live entirely upon its 
through business. 
It must rely largel; 


on local business, and by receiving fai 
rates for that, would thereby be enablec 
to maintaiu itself, and more thanrecom 
pense the people by giving reasonable 
through rates, and thereby prevent the 
discriminations of which we have s 
long been the victims and sufferers 
The Denver and Eio Grande company 
will build through Nevada withiu th< 
next twa years, and undoubtedly th 
people and country topped by it woul( 
bo willing for theui to have the full ben 
efitof our present liberal maximum; bn 
the Denver aud Rio Grande nor an 
otbar company, will attempt to exten 
its read if the present maximum be dis 
tarhed. 
This State cannot at this tim 


to disturb the maximum. 
The prope 


manner in which to satisfactorily solv 
th« railroad question in Nevada, to giv 
th« people the relief they ought 
hav«, and at the same time do no par 
iioular injustice to any section of th 


Chief Justice Waite and .the Supreme 
Court have decided thnt such a classifi- 
cation is not in conflict with that provi- 
sion. As fast then as the roads in- 
creased their business they would be 
regulated accordingly aud each and 
every one without injury to the other, 
and with benefit to the people. 


The Virginia City Footlight has in- 


terviewed many members of the Miners' 
Union, out of employment, upon the 
subject of a reduction of wages and not 
one of them is willing to go under 
ground for less than standard wages, 
and none of tha many will submit to 
any reduction whatever from tho pres- 
ent compensation. They say, and they 
certainly onght to know, that no one 
can tell whether there is any ore on tho 
upper levols that would pay for'eztrac- 
tioii at t'aree dollars, and not at four 
dollars a day. 
In our opinion there can 


not be any great bodies of ore above the 
tunnel le^el tho working of which will 
deoend ou the margin of a dollar a day 
in the pay of miners. 
The miners will 


be very foolish if they allow themselves 
to be bull-dosed, for the next thing they 
know they will be cut down to two clol- 
ars a day. 


The Ontario mine of Utah, after hav- 


ing paid eighty-six dividends, amount- 
ing to $4,900,000, since 1877, with re- 
markable regularity, announces that 
they will be suspended for' the present. 
The notice says that this is not due to a 
falling off in the yield, as the assay 
value of the product for 1882 was $2,- 
408,000, equal to 1,863,000' ounces tine 
silver, which brought an average of 
$1 10 gold per ounce. The company 
has expended considerable money in the 
past two years for permanent improve- 
ments, pumping und hoisting machin- 
ery, and running a drainage tunnel, the 
last named costing ovor $500,000. 
In 


spite of these heavy outlays, the sur- 
plus profits rose from $39,500 on April, 
1881, to $228,000, on December 1,1882. 
The company has decided to purchase 
ground adjoining the Last Chance,being 
an extension of tho Ontario property; 
also to obtain control of the Utah East- 
ern railroad and th« coal, mines with 
which it is connected. These proper- 
ties will cost about $550,000, or $350,- 
000 more than ths cash ou hand. The 
company believes 
these acquisitions 


necessary, and to this end suspends the 
payment of dividends for a few months.

HAS Done—Whnt Remains to 


ttfi Doue. 


The JOURNAL has received tho follow- 


ing address in behalf of the Veterans' 
Home, with a request to publish. This 
is one of the noble causes which appeal 
to all hearts, and the request is cheer- 
fully complied with. 


SAN FRANCISCO, California, February 


2, 1883.—The Veterans' Home Associa- 
tion was incorporated in March, 1882, 
less than one year ago. It received 
from the Treasurer of the old Associa- 
tion about $18,000. Since March, 1882, 
contributions aoiouatiug to about $18,- 
000 have been paid to the Treasurer of 
the Association, 


In the ten months that the Associa- 


tion has been managed by the present 
twenty-five associates, it has selected a 
site for a Home, in Napa Valley, pur- 
cbased«oud paid for it. The purchase 
price of land alone was $17,750. 


We now have in tha Treasury about 


$16,000. 


Plans for buildings have been se- 


lected, and bids for erAting the same 
advertised for and ton bids received. 


The average bid toy putting up tho 


main building for the Home is $25,000, 
aud for the cottages $2,000. The Asso- 
ciation has the light to reject all bids, 
and to erect only such buildings as are 
necessary and cheapest and most ap- 
propriate for present 
vise. No debt 


will in any event be incurred and no 
lavish expenditure will be made. We 
should have as a building fund at least 
$30,000, with a margin over to furnish 
the Home and pay its running ex- 
penses for at least one year. 


We cannot expect any income from 


the land purchased before 1884, and 
not until 1885 will we receive any large 
amount from the procseds of any crop 
taken from the land. 


For two years, at least, we should ex- 


pend quite a sum of money annually 
putting in vines and preparing land for 
vines, so that at an early day the place 
may becoina self-supporting. 


To enable the Association to do this 


work and make the Home what it 
should be, and what the citizens of 
California have a right to expect it will 
be, Ihu Association must recoive the 
muled support ot nil the Posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic nud of the 
Association of Mexican Veterans, nud 
we should at once have material aid iu 
the way of additional funds, that a con- 
tract may ba let at as early a day as pos- 
sible for the erection of the necessary 
building to house some sixty veteran 
soldiers who are now in County Alms 
Houses, and have signified a desire to 
ivvail themselves of the opportunity to 
enter our Homo just as soon as it is in 
a condition to receive them. The As- 
sociation, therefore, rnakas this appeal 
! to each Post of the Grand Army of the 
Republic iu this State, aud to every 
Association of Veterans of the Mexican 
War, and others charitably and patri- 
otically disposed, to do all in their 
power to swell the fund of the Associa- 
tion, so that the good work of caring 
for aged und indigent soldiers may at 
an early day be entered npon. 


You thus see, comrades, whaf we 


have done aud what we need. 
The 


purchase of u site for the Home is ad- 
mirable, ihe laud is good—upwards of 
nine hundred acres—and soil, climate 
arid water will soon make it bring in a 
large yearly income; but we need pres- 
ent help to start with. 
Amounts, even 


small, according to your means, will 
muke this institution a successful aud 
noble charity, and will bring large re- 
turns, evoii iu a money point of view, 
in saving govsrumentul taxud und future 
individual and Post contributions. 


We send you these words indicative 


of some sorrow, but ulso of sornu hope 
and pride. Tha past can never be 
effaced 
from our hearts or from the 


memory of mankind. Kich or poor, 
great deeds in which we have borne a 
part will always give us pleasure iu the 
retrospect, and pride will utill cheek 
complaint at gnawing want and throw 
an appearance of humility over increas- 
ing wealth. 
Selfishness dops not be- 


long to us as au heritage of our past ex- 
perience iu war. If strange, it is true, 
that bal.tle bring* out the softer attri- 
butes of our nature; to give water to a 
wouuded comrade, by gentle touch to 
ssek to charm uwuy his pain, to sit by 
his couch aud to deny himself, thut his 
comrade may find comfort, is the great- 
est happiness of the bravest soldier. 


Has tbi.s rust of peace eaten out such 


traits? Shall the open hand prodigal 
in struggle and adversity be shut now 
the hour of fruition has arrived? Com- 
rades! 
Soldiers! Stragglers have fallen 


out by the way! They faint! They 
die! 
VVearied and broken in the after- 


strifs, hopeless und forlorn, they ask 
the victors in the new contests for 
wealth aud honors—the winners of the 
tangible prizes, to acknowledge their 
companionship in peril, to recognize 
the brotherhood of arms. 
You know 


their need, their temptations, 
their 


weakness, their fall. Will yon, a Chris- 
tian soldier, who have fought in the 
noblest cause for which ever man drew 
his sword, the cause of humanity und 
of liberty, will you let these weak 
brothers who gave their strength to 
thin cause and who are now feeble be- 
cause their strength has failed ut tbe 
last—will you, can yon, let them go un- 
aided, to sink uuhouored aud unsung 
to their unmarked graves. 


To charitable and patriotic men, to 


just men, to Californiana who had no 
personal part in these great conflicts, 
we say you owe to us this soil of Cali- 
fornia, and this Union of the States, 


1 and all the ease of wealth which 700 
I here eujoy. 
Will you help our poor? 


They fought for you, and day and night 
risked their lives that you might enjoy 
in peace and comfort your pleasant 
homes. 
Can you in justiee, can you in 


decency, turn nway from them and let 
them die iu misery and want? 
They 


hare no hope but in a just and gener- 
ous American people. 


We shall not pamper them in vice 


and luxury; shelter and simple food 
and decent comfort is Ul we ask for 
them at your hands. Their pleasure 
will be found in association, in mutual 
old soldier talk, and in the recognition 
of their titles, claims and services by a 
grateful country. There, among them 
shall the history and traditions of their 
country's honor and glory be kept,alive 
in never ending speech, and there shall 
little children and grown men learn that 
it is well and becoming to have fought 
for the Republic. We appeal to you, 
then, hopefully and earnestly. 
There is now a bill before the Legis- 


lature which we are assured cannot fail 
to pass, giving us $150 a year towards 
the support of each inmate. 
This bill 


will save money to the State, it will 
give the Mexican Veterans some small 
recognition of their services iu a just 
and foreign war, when under the in- 
spiration of President Polk we con- 
quered this State, and to Union soldiers 
some small recognition of their services 
rendered under the inspiration of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, dear to us all. 


With this aid of the State, with 


money now on hand or expended in the 
purchase of'the site, and with the addi- 
tional money aid we now ask from you, 
and the future income to be derived 
from the property, this is the last time 
we shall ever, in all human probability, 
be obliged to call upon you for sub- 
scriptions. 


The State aid, however, cannot, under 


any circumstances, be available in less 
than six months, and then only for 
necessaries of life, outside of building 
accommodations, 
The money we now 


3Xpect from you will enable us for all 
future titni, with the State aid we ex- 
pect, aud tbe income we shall have from 
the laud, to be self-supporting, and we 
shall not b» any longer beggars, morti- 
fied in asking and constantly annoyed 
in giving or refusing. 
We suggest that 


especial and peculiar effort be made on 
tho coming 22d of February; no better 
day could be devoted to a batter deed. 
The name of Washington cannot be bet- 
ter used than iu aid of such au object. 
He who was the Father of his Country 
is moro especially even the tutelary 
deity of soldiers who have served ^their 
country.
